I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  your  Council  with  jay 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1909. 

Elr  ths . 

During  this  period  127  Births  have  been  registered  in  the 
district,  producing  an  annual  hirth  rate  of  20  per  1000.  This 
is  a  low  birth  rate,  though  a  little  higher  than  1898,  when 
it  was  only  18*7.  The  average  birth  rate  for  the  last  ten 
years  is  22*41  per  1000. 


Da at La . 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  74  deaths,  giving 
an  annual  death  rate  of  11*7.  This  is  ha low  the  average  of 
the  last  ten  years,  which  worses  out  at  12*89  per  1000. 

The  infant  mortality  is  low,  only  8  infants  having  died 
in  the  district  under  the  age  of  one  year,  producing  a  death- 
rate  of  62 '9  on  1000  births.  The  average  infant  mortality 
is  79-63  per  1000.

only  Death  that  calls  for  any  oornnont  is  the 

case  of  Diphtheria,  a  child  of  five  years,  which  occurred 
at  Maundown  in  the  parish  of  Wiveliacombe .  Several  other 
children  in  the  house  had  been  ill  with  sore  throats.  The 
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sanitary  condition  of  the  premises  was  bad,  and  sufficient,  at 


any  rate,  to  predispose  to  infection.  The  case  was  brought 
before  your  Council,  and  measures  were  immediately  taken  to 
remedy  the  evil.

Prevalence  of  Infectious  njsease. 

Only  three  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  reported 
to  me  during  the  year,  and  three  cases  have  come  under  my 
notice  from  other  sources.  Of  these  six  cases 
3  were  Diphtheria 
1  was  Erysipelas 
1  , ,  Scarlet  Eever 

1  , ,  Puerperal  Eever 

One  of  the  Diphtheria  cases  occurred  at  Maundown  in  the 
parish  of  Wiveliscombe ;  and  the  other  two  cases  were  sisters 
living  in  a  house  at  Milverton.  A  blocked  drain  concealed 

under  the  floor  of  a  sitting  room  was  undoubtedly  the  cause  of 
the  outbreak. 

There  has  been  nothing  in  the  shape  cf  an  epidemic  during 
the  year.  The  infections  disease  list  has  been  particularly 
light,  and  although  I  have  no  return  to  go  upon,  I  am  quite 
sure  that  there  has  been  less  general  sickness  in  the  District 
during  the  year  than  is  generally  the  case.  This  -as  par¬ 
ticularly  marked  during  the  summer  months.  No  schools  were 
closed  on  account  of  sickness  during  the  year. 


Sewerage,  Drainage  and  Excrement.  Disposal . 

Drainage  works  of  minor  importance  have  been  undertaken 
at  Sampford  Arundel  and  at  Milverton. 

In  the  Autumn  the  village  of  Nynehead  especially  engaged 
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the  attention  of  your  Council.  There  can  he  no  doubt  hut 
that  the  Eastern  part  of  this  parish  was  in  a  very  neglected 
and  insanitary  condition.  In  several  instances  wells  were 
polluted,  and  drainage  and  all  other  sanitary  arrangements 
were  very  defective. 

The  cases  were  all  brought  before  your  Council,  notices 
were  served,  and  very  soon  a  large  number  of  nuisances  had 
been  abated.  The  sanitary  condition  of  Nynehead  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  these  measures. 

The  old-fashioned  closed-  and  cess-pit  has  been  exchanged 
for  the  earth  closet,  wells  have  been  cleansed,  and  measures 
adopted  to  prevent,  if  possible,  a  further  contamination  from 
surface  water. 

Water  Supply. 

Six  wells  have  been  condemned  by  me  as  unfit  for  drinking 
purposes.  A  scarcity  of  water  continues  to  exist  for  the 
houses  at  Higher  Fi£zhead.  From  their  geographical  position 
it  seems  impossible  to  provide  these  houses  with  a  supply  of 
water  at  a  reasonable  cost. 

The  Milverton  water  supply  which  has  been  augmented  by 
taking  in  another  spiting  has  furnished  a  good  and  plentiful 
supply;  there  has  been  no  shortage  during  the  summer  months. 

It  now  supplies  about  220  houses  in  the  town,  and  is  parti¬ 
cularly  pure  water. 

The  P»lackrnore  Supply  (,xrest  Buckland)  continues  to  give 
satisfaction  and  works  well. 

Home  Workers. 

Have  all  been  visited  by  me  during  the  year.  In  one 
instance  only  was  there  anything  to  complain  of,  a  house  in 
such  a  dilapidated  condition  that  it  was  unfit  for  habitation. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

Three  Houses  have  been  condemned  by  me  during  the  year 
as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  three  new  houses  have  been 
built  in  the  district  and  certified  under  the  Public  Health 
Water  Act,  (5) 
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Slaughter  Houses,  Dairies,  Bakehouses  a  nd  Wo  rk  oh  op  s . 

IT  aye  "been  visited  by  your  Inspector  during  the  year  and 
some  by  myself.  In  a  very  few  instances  has  there  been  any¬ 
thing  to  complain  of. 

Your  Inspector  informs  me  that  about  45  nuisances  have 
been  reported  to  yo^ir  Council  by  him  during  the  year,  and  I 
think  about  34  by  myself.  With  a  few  exceptions  these  have 
been  satisfactorily  abated. 

I  beg  to  annex  a  Report  I  have  received  from  J/r.  Richards, 
your  Sanitary  Inspector.

Insp e ctor'a  Report . 

Luring  the  year  45  cases  of  nuisances,  7>  overcrowding, 
and  £  impure  water  supply,  have  been  reported  to  the  Council, 
and  with  few  exceptions  have  been  satisfactorily  dealt!  with. 

A  number  cf  cases  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  owners  without 
having  been  first  reported  to  the  Council.  There  have  been 
3  new  cottages  erected  in  the  district  during  the  year  but 
there  is  a  felt  need  for  more  labourers'  cottages. 

All  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  visited  and  where 
necessary  defects  have  been  remedied. 

The  bakehouses,  slaughter  houses  and  workshops  have  been 
inspected  and  found  generally  satisfactory. 

The  v/ater  supply  to  Chelstone  has  engaged  the  attention 
of  the  Council.  The  owners  of  the  wells  have  had  them  cleansed 
and  produced  certificates  of  analyses  that  the  water  is  now 
fit  for  dietetic  use. 

The  works  cf  supplementary  water  supply  from  Leigh  to 
the  Reservoir  at  Milverton  have  been  completed  and  the supply 
to  the  town  cf  Milverton  considerably  augmented. 

A  connection  has  been  made  for  the  supply  of  water  to 
ITuntspath  Farm  Rouse  from  the  Riackraoor  supply. 

The  Sent. io  ^ank  at  Heatherton  has  been  improved  and 
appears  to  be  working  satisfactor ily. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  the  dr<*ina*  a  au  Sampford 
Arundell  village  and  a  scheme  approved. 

A  new  sever  has  been  laid  in  High  Street,  Milverton.

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NOTES  TO  TABLES  IY.  AND  V. 


(a)  In  Table  IV.,  all  deaths  of  “  Residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions,  whether  within  or 

without  the  district,  are  to  be  included  with  the  other  deaths  in  the  columns  for  the  several  age 
groups  (columns  2-8).  They  are  also,  in  columns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in 
their  respective  “  Localities”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  of  the  deceased  as  given  by 
the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  ”  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district 
are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  Table  IV. 

(b)  See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “Residents”  and  “Non-residents,”  and  as  to  the 

“Public  Institutions”  to  be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The 
“  Localities”  in  Table  IV.  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II.  and  III. 

(c)  All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents  ”  or 

of  “Non-residents,”  are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  ( a ),  to  be  entered  in  the 
last  column  of  Table  IV.  The  total  number  in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the 
year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

{d)  The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities”  in  columns  9-15  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  those  for 
the  year  in  the  same  localities  in  Table  II,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in 
column  2  of  Table  IV.  should  equal  the  gross  total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year 
in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

(e)  Under  the  heading  of  “  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  registered  as  due  to  Epidemic 
diarrhoea,  Epidemic  enteritis,  Infective  enteritis,  Zymotic  enteritis,  Summer  diarrhoea, 
Dysentery  and  Dysenteric  diarrhoea,  Choleraic  diarrhoea,  Cholera  (other  than  Asiatic  or 
epidemic),  and  Cholera  Nostras. 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under 
the  latter. 

Deaths  from  Enteritis,  Muco-Enteritis,  G astro- Enteritis,  and  Gastritis  (see  under  the  heading 
Diarrhoeal  Diseases  in  Table  V.)  in  Tables  IV.  and  V.  should  be  placed  immediately  below, 
but  separately  from,  those  enumerated  under  the  heading  Diarrhoea  as  defined  by  enumeration 
above.  This  is  particularly  important  for  deaths  under  one  year  of  age,  as  many  of  the  deaths 
in  infancy  returned  as  due  to  Enteritis  are  really  caused  by  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  In  the  course 
of  years,  by  the  adoption  of  this  recommendation,  it  will  be  practicable  to  ascertain  the 
probable  amount  of  transfer  between  these  different  headings. 

(/)  Under  the  headings  of  “  Cancer  ”  and  “  Puerperal  fever  ”  should  be  included  all  registered  deaths 
from  causes  comprised  within  these  general  terms.  Thus:  Under  “Cancer”  should  be 
included  deaths  from  Cancer,  Carcinoma,  Malignant  disease,  Scirrhus,  Epithelioma,  Sarcoma, 
Villous  tumour,  and  Papilloma  of  bladder,  Rodent  ulcer.  Under  “  Puerperal  Fever  ”  are 
to  be  included  deaths  from  Pyaemia,  Septicaemia,  Saprmmia,  Pelvic  peritonitis,  Peri-  and 
Endo-Metritis  occurring  in  the  Puerperium. 

(i j )  Under  “Congenital  Defects”  in  Table  V.  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Atelectasis,  Icterus 
neonatorum,  Navel  haemorrhage,  Malformations  and  Congenital  hydrocephalus. 

(h)  Under  “Tuberculous  Meningitis”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Acute  hydrocephalus. 

(i)  Under  “Other  Tuberculous  Diseases”  are  to  be  included  deaths  from  Tuberculosis, 

Tuberculosis  of  bones,  joints  and  other  organs,  Lupus  and  Scrofula. 

(/)  All  deaths  certified  by  registered  Medical  Practitioners  and  all  Inquest  cases  are  to  be  classed 
as  “  Certified  ”  ;  all  other  deaths  are  to  be  regarded  as  “  Uncertified.”
